The  financial  statements  are  based  upon  appropriate  accounting  policies  consistently  applied  and  supported  by  reasonable  and 
prudent  judgements  and  estimates. 

The  accounting  officer  acknowledges  that  he  is  ultimately  responsible  for  the  system  of  internal  financial  control  established  by 
the  municipality  and  place  considerable  importance  on  maintaining  a strong  control  environment.  To  enable  the  accounting 
officer  to  meet  these  responsibilities,  the  accounting  officer  sets  standards  for  internal  control  aimed  at  reducing  the  risk  of  error 
or  deficit  in  a cost  effective  manner.  The  standards  include  the  proper  delegation  of  responsibilities  within  a clearly  defined 
framework,  effective  accounting  procedures  and  adequate  segregation  of  duties  to  ensure  an  acceptable  level  of  risk.  These 
controls  are  monitored  throughout  the  municipality  and  all  employees  are  required  to  maintain  the  highest  ethical  standards  in 
ensuring  the  municipality’s  business  is  conducted  in  a manner  that  in  all  reasonable  circumstances  is  above  reproach.  The 
focus  of  risk  management  in  the  municipality  is  on  identifying,  assessing,  managing  and  monitoring  all  known  forms  of  risk 
across  the  municipality.  While  operating  risk  cannot  be  fully  eliminated,  the  municipality  endeavours  to  minimise  it  by  ensuring 
that  appropriate  infrastructure,  controls,  systems  and  ethical  behaviour  are  applied  and  managed  within  predetermined 
procedures  and  constraints. 

The  acceunting  officer  is  ef  the  opinien,  based  on  the  infermatien  and  explanations  given  by  management,  that  the  system  of 
internal  contrel  provides  reasonable  assurance  that  the  financial  records  may  be  relied  on  for  the  preparation  of  the  financial 
statements.  Flowever,  any  system  ef  internal  financial  contrel  can  provide  only  reasonable,  and  not  absolute,  assurance  against 
material  misstatement  or  deficit. 

The  accounting  officer  has  reviewed  the  municipality’s  cash  flow  forecast  for  the  year  to  30  June  2017  and,  in  the  light  of  this 
review  and  the  current  financial  position,  he  is  satisfied  that  the  municipality  has  or  has  access  to  adequate  resources  to 
continue  in  operational  existence  fer  the  foreseeable  future. 

The  municipality's  operatiens  depend  on  a number  sources  of  revenue  ranging  from  National  Government  to  its  own  sources 
and  donations  for  continued  funding  of  operations.  The  financial  statements  are  prepared  on  the  basis  that  the  municipality  is  a 
going  concern  and  that  the  Municipality  has  neither  the  intention  nor  the  need  to  liquidate  er  curtail  materially  the  scale  of  the 
municipality. 

Altheugh  the  accounting  officer  is  primarily  responsible  for  the  financial  affairs  of  the  municipality,  they  are  supperted  by  the 
municipality's  external  auditors. 

The  external  auditors  are  respensible  for  independently  reviewing  and  reporting  on  the  municipality's  financial  statements.  The 
financial  statements  have  been  examined  by  the  municipality's  external  auditors. 

The  financial  statements  set  out  on  pages  5 to  91 , which  have  been  prepared  on  the  going  concern  basis,  were  approved  by  the 
accounting  officer  on  31  August  201 6 and  were  signed  on  its  behalf  by:

1 . Review  of  activities 
Main  business  and  operations

2.  Going  concern 

We  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  30  June  2016,  the  municipality  had  accumulated  deficits  of  R 182  790  889  and  that  the 
municipality's  total  liabilities  exceed  its  assets  by  R 182  790  889. 

The  annual  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  on  the  basis  of  accounting  policies  applicable  to  a going  concern.  This 
basis  presumes  that  funds  will  be  available  to  finance  future  operations  and  that  the  realisation  of  assets  and  settlement  of 
liabilities,  contingent  obligations  and  commitments  will  occur  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business. 

The  ability  of  the  municipality  to  continue  as  a going  concern  is  dependent  on  a number  of  factors.  The  most  significant  of  these 
is  that  the  accounting  officer  continue  to  procure  funding  for  the  ongoing  operations  for  the  municipality. 

The  municipality  still  has  the  power  te  levy  rates  and  taxes  and  it  will  continue  to  receive  funding  from  government  as  evident 
frem  the  equitable  share  allecation  in  terms  of  the  Division  of  Revenue  Act  of  2016. 

3.  Subsequent  events 

The  accounting  officer  is  not  aware  of  any  matter  or  circumstance  arising  since  the  end  of  the  financial  year.

7.  Corporate  governance 

General 

The  accounting  officer  is  committed  to  business  integrity,  transparency  and  professionalism  in  all  its  activities.  As  part  of  this 
commitment,  the  accounting  officer  supports  the  highest  standards  of  corporate  governance  and  the  ongoing  development  of 
best  practice. 

The  municipality  confirms  and  acknowledges  its  responsibility  to  total  compliance  with  the  Code  of  Corporate  Practices  and 
Conduct  ("the  Code")  laid  out  in  the  King  Report  on  Corporate  Governance  for  South  Africa  2002.  The  accounting  officer 
discuss  the  responsibilities  of  management  in  this  respect,  at  Council  meetings  and  moniter  the  municipality's  compliance  with 
the  code  on  a three  monthly  basis.

The  municipality  has  a shared  internal  audit  function  based  at  the  district  municipality  (as  highlighted  above).  This  is  in 
cempliance  with  the  Municipal  Finance  Management  Act,  2003. 

8.  Bankers

9.  Auditors 

Auditor  Generai  of  South  Africa  wiil  continue  in  office  for  the  next  financiai  period. 

10.  Non  compliance  with  appiicabie  iegislation 

The  foilowing  non-compliances  to  the  Municipai  Finance  Management  Act  occurred: 

1)  Paragraph  165  & 166  - No  audit  committee  exists  within  the  Municipaiity.  The  Municipaiity's  internai  audit  functions 
whereoutsourced  and  performed  by  Pixiey  Ka  Seme. 

2)  Section  32  -investigations  have  not  been  performed  with  regards  to  unauthorised,  fruitiess  and  wastefui  orirreguiar 
expenditure  during  the  2014/2015  year  reiating  to  the  amounts  disclosed  in  the  2013/2014  financial  year  and  neither  have 
the  report  as  required  been  submitted. 

3)  Paragraph  62  -Irregular,  fruitless  and  wasteful  and  unauthorised  expenditure  occurred  for  the  2015-2016  financial  year. 

4)  Section  63  -The  municipality  does  not  have  an  approved  Road  Maintenance  Plan  in  place. 

5)  Section  65  - The  majority  of  suppliers  were  not  paid  within  the  30  day  requirement  per  the  MFMA.  This  was  due  to 
cashconstraints  experienced  by  the  Municipality.

6)  Section  62  - A iack  of  proper  record  keeping  and  document  controi  was  experienced  at  the  Municipaiity.  Systems  are 
beingimpiemented  to  improve  this  situation  at  the  Municipaiity. 

7)  Chapter  8 - The  adjustments  budget  was  not  made  pubiic  within  10  days  as  confirmed  upon  inspection  of  the 
websiteprintout  as  it  was  dated  the  3 August  2015  and  it  was  approved  on  the  28  February  2015. 

The  monthiy  budget  statements  did  not  inciude  and  explain: 

(i) any  material  variances  from  the  municipality’s  projected  revenue  by  source,  and  from  the  municipality’s  expenditure 

projections  per  vote; 

(ii) any  material  variances  from  the  service  delivery  and  budget  implementation  plan;  and 

(iii) any  remedial  or  corrective  steps  taken  or  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that  projected  revenue  and  expenditure  remain  within  the 

municipality’s  approved  budget 

8)  Section  62  -The  municipality  did  not  have  code  of  ethical  conduct  signed  by  the  municipality  staff.  No  reports  aresubmitted 
within  10  days  after  the  end  of  each  quarter,  on  the  implementation  of  the  SCM  policy  to  the  mayor  of  the  municipality.  The 
municipality  does  not  have  a gift  declaration  register  and  policy  in  place.  There  are  no  properly  implemented  controls  for 
vendor  acceptance  te  prevent  and  detect  fictitious  providers. 

9)  The  municipality  does  not  have  a disciplinary  beard  to  Investigate  allegations  of  financial  misconduct;  and  monitor 
theinstitution  of  disciplinary  proceedings  against  an  alleged  transgressor. 

10)  Section  83  - No  assessment  evaluation  for  competencies  were  perfermed  for  the  follewing  key  positions:  CFO,  Municipal 
Manager,  Corporate  services  manager  and  Technical  services  manager. 

11)  Section  62  - The  Municipality  does  not  have  a written  pelicy  or  procedure  to  identify  Subsequent  events  (eventsaftereporting 
date),  approved  for  the  201 5/201 6 fiancial  year. 

1 2)  Paragraph  1 27  - The  Annual  report  was  not  tabled  for  the  201 3/1 4 financial  period.  The  annual  performance  report  was 
notprepared  and  submitted  for  the  audit. 

13)  Paragraph  14  - Background,  qualifications  and  reference  checks  were  not  performed  on  all  officials  working  at 
theMunicipality. 

14)  Section  62  - No  controls  were  in  place  to  ensure  discrepancies  in  the  overtime  paid  eut  are  detected  and  corrected. 


The  following  non-compliances  to  the  Municipai  structures  act  occurred: 

1)  Section  79  - IT,  Finance  & Budget  and  FIR  committees  were  not  established. 

The  following  non-compliances  to  the  Basic  Conditions  of  Employment  Act  occurred: 

1) There  is  no  control  in  place  to  ensure  that  evertime  is  in  accordance  with  Section  62  of  MFMA  and  Basic  Conditions  of 
Employment  Act  section  10(1)  (b)  chapter  2. 

2)  Not  all  employees  took  the  minimum  of  16  day  leave  during  the  financial  period. 

3)  There  insufficient  controls  over  leave  management  within  the  municipality.  This  has  however  been  addressed  and 
propercontrols  have  been  implemented  over  the  approval  of  leave.  A leave  system  has  also  been  implemented  to  support  the 
controls  implemented. 

4)  Acting  allowances  were  paid  fer  periods  exceeding  6 months. 

The  following  non-compliances  to  the  Municipal  Systems  Act  occurred: 

1)  Paragraph  5A  - Declarations  of  interest  for  all  section  56  members  and  Municipal  Manager  was  only  submitted  on  the 
30th  ofAugust  2016,  which  was  not  within  60  days  of  appointment. 

2)  Section  25  - Planned  objectives  included  in  the  integrated  development  plan  were  not  consistent  with  the  service 
deliveryand  budget  implementatien  plan.  Planned  objectives  specified  in  the  service  delivery  and  budget  implementation  plan 
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for  the  year  under  review  were  not  aiigned  with  the  integrated  development  plan  submitted  for  audit  purposes.  Per  the  SDBIP  it 
can  be  concluded  that  there  is  5 overall  objectives.  Per  the  IDP  it  was  confirmed  that  there  is  10  overall  objectives. 

3)  Section  25  - Budgets  were  not  allocated  to  each  individual  objective  in  the  SDBIP  4)  Section  25  - There  was  no 

sufficient  correlation  between  the  IDP  and  Annual  Budget.  5)  The  indicators  in  IDP  for  the  2015/2016  financial  period  were 

inspected  and  it  was  confirmed  that  there  is  a total  budget  and  there  is  a projection  for  the  next  three  years.  The  budget  also 

states  the  financial  resources  available  for  capital  expenditure.  It  was  not  evident  from  the  information  provided  if  the  projection 

includes  a financial  strategy  that  defines  sound  financial  management  and  expenditure  control  as  well  as  means  of  increasing 

revenues  and  external  funding  for  the  municipality  and  its  development  priorities  and  objectives.  Consequently  the  approved 

budget  cannot  be  tied  up  to  the  1 0 strategic  objectives.  The  objectives  as  per  the  SDBIP  can  also  not  be  linked  to  a budget  per 

objective. 


The  following  non-compliances  to  the  Municipai  Property  Rates  Act  occurred: 

1)  The  valuation  roll  was  inspected  and  the  following  was  noted:  The  valuation  roll  was  not  updated  annually  and  the  valuation 
roll  is  not  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Municipality  Property  Rates  Act,  in  that  the  valuation  roll  does  not  include  two 
sections  where  part  A consists  of  the  current  valuation  roll  of  the  municipality,  including  any  supplementary  valuation  rolls  of  the 
Municipality  prepared  in  terms  of  Section  78  and  Part  B specify  which  properties  on  the  valuation  roll  or  any  supplementary 
valuation  rolls  are  subject  to  exceptions,  rebates,  phasing  in  of  rates  are  specified.  A new  valuation  roll  has  been  compiled  that 
was  implemented  in  July  2015. 

The  following  non-compliances  to  the  budget  and  reporting  regulations  occurred: 

1)  The  adjustments  budget  was  not  made  public  within  10  days  as  confirmed  upon  inspection  of  the  website  printout  as  it 
wasdated  the  xx  March  2016  and  it  was  approved  on  the  28  February  2016. 

2)  The  monthly  budget  statements  did  not  include  and  explanation  for: 

i)  any  material  variances  from  the  municipality’s  projected  revenue  by  source,  and  from  the  municipality’s  expenditure 
projections  per  vote 

ii) any  material  variances  from  the  service  delivery  and  budget  implementation  plan;  and  iii)  any  remedial  or 
corrective  steps  taken  or  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that  projected  revenue  and  expenditure  remain  within  the 
municipality’s  approved  budget. 

The  foilowing  non-compliances  to  the  Division  of  Revenue  Act  occurred: 

1)  The  Municipality  did  not  submit  a quarterly  non-financial  performance  report  within  30  days  after  the  end  of  each  quarter  tothe 
transferring  national  officer  and  the  relevant  provincial  treasury. 

2)  No  section  12(5)  reports  have  been  completed  for  MIG,  MSIG  and  FMG. 

The  following  non-compliances  to  the  VAT  act  occurred: 

1 ) The  VAT  201  for  December  2015  till  March  2016  was  not  submitted  and  paid  within  25  days  of  the  following  month  of  the 
VAT  month  period. 

The  following  non-compliances  to  Regulations  on  the  Predetermined  Objectives  occurred: 

1)  The  plan  provided  was  a financial  recovery  plan  which  is  similar  to  a financial  strategy  but  it  is  not  included  in  the 
integrateddevelopment  plan.  Thus  it  can  be  cencluded  that  the  integrated  development  plan  did  net  include  a financial 
strategy. 

2)  No  information  has  been  obtained  with  regards  to  ward  committees. 

3)  The  IDP  had  no  organogram  for  the  implementatien  of  the  IDP  which  addresses  the  municipality's  internal  transformation.

4)  There  is  no  evidence  of  a deveiopment  framework  which  inciudes  the  provision  of  basic  guideiines  for  the  land 
usemanagement  system. 

5)  There  was  no  evidence  of  an  approved  disaster  management  plan  being  included  in  the  IDP. 

6)  There  was  no  evidence  to  support  that  the  municipality  drafted  its  IDP  taking  into  account  the  integrated 
developmentprocesses  of  and  proposals  submitted  to  it  by  the  district  municipality. 

7)  The  municipal  manager  did  not  submit  a copy  of  the  IDP  as  adopted  by  council  of  the  municipality,  and  any 
subsequentamendment  to  the  plan,  to  the  MEC  for  local  government  in  the  province  within  10  working  days  of  the  adoption  or 
amendment  of  the  plan.  The  IDP  was  adopted  on  the  30/06/201 5 and  the  submission  to  the  MEC  was  dated  the  1 8/08/2015. 

8) The  municipality  prepared  a SDBIP  which  indicated  the  projections  of  revenue  to  be  collected  and  operational  and  capital 

expenditure  for  each  quarter,  and  not  each  month. 

9)  The  SDBIP  does  not  contain  clear,  measurable  service  delivery  targets. 

10)  There  is  no  evidence  of  the  SDBIP  being  revised  and  the  revision  approved  after  the  approval  of  the  adjustments 
budget.1 1)  There  was  no  evidence  to  support  that  the  annual  budget  was  accompanied  by  measurable  performance 
objectives  for  revenue  from  each  source  and  for  each  vote  in  the  budget. 

1 2)  There  was  no  evidence  supporting  the  annual  review  of  the  IDP  and  any  proposed  amendments. 

13)  There  was  no  evidence  supporting  that  particulars  of  service  delivery  agreements  accompanied  the  annual  budget  when 
itwas  tabled. 

14) There  was  no  evidence  of  any  resolutions,  that  approve  measurable  performance  objectives  for  revenue,  being  adopted 

when  the  SDBIP  was  tabled. 

15)  The  SDBIP  was  sent  to  Provincial  Treasury,  however  the  date  was  the  September  2015  and  the  SDBIP  was  approved 
onthe  May  2016.  Thus  the  SDBIP  was  not  sent  to  Treasury  within  10  working  days. 

16)  The  municipal  manager  did  not  make  public  the  approved  adjustment  budget  and  supporting  documentation,  as  well 
asresolutions  within  1 0 working  days  after  the  council  approved  the  adjustment  as  the  adjustments  budget  was  approved  on 
the  29  February  2016  but  was  only  loaded  on  the  system  on  the  29  March  2016. 

17)  No  evidence  was  found  to  show  that  roles  and  responsibilities  for  ensuring  data  integrity  and  quality  assurance  were 
clear,documented  and  communicated  to  all  relevant  staff. 

18)  No  information  was  provided  with  regards  to  the  risk  assessment  process. 

19)  The  municipality  does  not  have  any  data  assurance  procedures  in  place  such  as  data  collection,  processing  and 
monitoringprocedures. 

20)  There  was  no  evidence  to  support  that  the  annual  budget  was  accompanied  by  measurable  performance  objectives 
forrevenue  from  each  source  and  for  each  vote  in  the  budget. 

21)  There  was  no  evidence  of  any  resolutions,  that  approve  measurable  performance  objectives  for  revenue,  being  adopted 
when  the  SDBIP  was  tabled. 

22)  The  municipal  manager  did  not  submit  to  the  National  Treasury  and  relevant  provincial  treasury,  the  mid-year 
performanceassessment  by  25  January  of  each  year  as  it  was  sent  on  the  February  201 6. 

23)  There  is  no  evidence  that  that  the  mid-year  assessment  report  included  material  variances  to  the  SDBIP. 

24)  There  was  no  evidence  to  support  the  fact  that  roles  and  responsibilities  for  collecting,  coordinating  and 
compilingperformance  information  were  clear,  documented  and  communicated  to  all  relevant  staff.

25)  The  municipality  does  not  have  specific  and  appropriate  information  systems  to  enable  the  entity  to  monitor  the 
progressmade  towards  achieving  the  goals,  targets  and  core  objectives  as  indicated  in  the  strategic  plan. 

26)  The  municipality  does  not  have  any  valid  mechanisms,  systems  and  processes  for  the  monitoring,  measurement  andreview 
of  performance. 

27)  There  was  no  evidence  that  the  annual  performance  agreements  for  the  municipal  manager  and  all  senior  managers 
arelinked  to  measurable  performance  objectives  approved  with  the  budget  and  to  the  SDBIP. 

28)  No  performance  appraisals  completed  for  any  official  working  at  the  municipality. 

29)  The  Annual  Performance  report  for  the  201 5/201 6 year  has  not  been  prepared  and  submitted  for  audit. 

With  regards  to  the  provision  of  water  and  sanitation  the  following  occurred: 

1)  Water  prejects  in  progress  in  2015-16  does  not  address  the  cause  of  the  water  backlog.  We  are  of  the  view  that  a channel 
should  be  censtructed  between  Hopetown  and  Strydenburg,  but  the  Department  of  Water  and  Sanitation  does  not  support 
this  view  and  will  thus  net  make  funds  available  for  this  project.

Accounting  Policies 


1 . Presentation  of  Financial  Statements 

The  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Standards  of  Generally  Recognised  Accounting  Practice 
(GRAP),  issued  by  the  Accounting  Standards  Board  in  accordance  with  Section  1 22(3)  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Management  Act 
(Act  56  of  2003). 

These  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  on  an  accrual  basis  of  accounting  and  are  in  accordance  with  historical  cost  convention 
as  the  basis  of  measurement,  unless  specified  otherwise.  They  are  presented  in  South  African  Rand. 

A summary  of  the  significant  accounting  policies,  which  have  been  consistently  applied  in  the  preparation  of  these  financial  statements, 
are  disclosed  below. 

These  accounting  policies  are  consistent  with  the  previous  period,  except  for  the  changes  set  out  in  note  49  Changes  in  accounting 
policy. 
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These  accounting  policies  are  consistent  with  the  previous  period. 

1.1  Presentation  currency 

These  financial  statements  are  presented  in  South  African  Rand,  which  is  the  functional  currency  of  the  municipality. 

1.2  Going  concern  assumption 

These  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  based  on  the  expectation  that  the  municipality  will  continue  to  operate  as  a 
going  concern  for  at  least  the  next  12  months. 

1 .3  Significant  judgements  and  sources  of  estimation  uncertainty 

In  preparing  the  financial  statements,  management  is  required  to  make  estimates  and  assumptions  that  affect  the  amounts 
represented  in  the  financial  statements  and  related  disclosures.  Use  of  available  information  and  the  application  of  judgement  is 
inherent  in  the  formation  of  estimates.  Actual  results  in  the  future  could  differ  from  these  estimates  which  may  be  material  to  the 
financial  statements.  Significant  judgements  include: 

Trade  receivables 

The  calculation  in  respect  of  the  impairment  of  trade  receivables  is  based  on  an  asessment  of  the  extent  to  which  debtors  have 
defaulted  on  payments  already  due,  and  an  asessment  of  their  ability  to  make  payments  based  on  their  crediworthines.  This 
was  performed  per  trade  receivable  per  service. 

Provisions 

Provisions  were  raised  and  management  determined  an  estimate  based  on  the  information  available.  Additional  disclosure  of 
these  estimates  of  provisions  are  included  in  note  22  - Provisions. 

Useful  lives  of  waste  and  water  network  and  other  assets 

The  municipality's  management  determines  the  estimated  useful  lives  and  related  depreciation  charges  for  the  waste  water  and 
water  networks.  This  estimate  is  based  on  industry  norm.  Management  will  increase  the  depreciation  charge  where  useful  lives 
are  less  than  previously  estimated  useful  lives. 

Post  retirement  benefits 

The  present  value  of  the  post  retirement  obligation  depends  on  a number  of  factors  that  are  determined  on  an  actuarial  basis 
using  a number  of  assumptions.  The  assumptions  used  in  determining  the  net  cost  (income)  include  the  discount  rate.  Any 
changes  in  these  assumptions  will  impact  on  the  carrying  amount  of  post  retirement  obligations. 

The  municipality  determines  the  appropriate  discount  rate  at  the  end  of  each  year.  This  is  the  interest  rate  that  should  be  used 
to  determine  the  present  value  of  estimated  future  cash  outflows  expected  to  be  required  to  settle  the  pension  obligations.  In 
determining  the  appropriate  discount  rate,  the  municipality  considers  the  interest  rates  of  high-quality  corporate  bonds  that  are 
denominated  in  the  currency  in  which  the  benefits  will  be  paid,  and  that  have  terms  to  maturity  approximating  the  terms  of  the 
related  pension  liability. 

Other  key  assumptions  for  pension  obligations  are  based  on  current  market  conditions.  Additional  information  is  disclosed  in 
Note  20. 

Effective  interest  rate 

The  municipality  used  the  prime  interest  rate  to  discount  future  cash  flows. 

1 .4  Investment  property 

Investment  property  is  property  (land  or  a building  - or  part  of  a building  - or  both)  held  to  earn  rentals  or  for  capital  appreciation 
or  both,  rather  than  for: 

use  in  the  production  or  supply  of  goods  or  services  or  for 
^ administrative  purposes,  or 
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Accounting  Policies 

^ saie  in  the  ordinary  course  of  operations. 

Owner-occupied  property  is  property  held  for  use  in  the  production  or  supply  of  goods  or  services  or  for  administrative  purposes. 

1 .4  Investment  property  (continued) 

Investment  property  is  recognised  as  an  asset  when,  it  is  probable  that  the  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  that  are 
associated  with  the  investment  property  will  flow  to  the  municipality,  and  the  cost  or  fair  value  of  the  investment  property  can  be 
measured  reliably. 

Investment  property  is  initially  recognised  at  cost.  Transaction  costs  are  included  in  the  initial  measurement. 

Where  investment  property  is  acquired  through  a non-exchange  transaction,  its  cost  is  its  fair  value  as  at  the  date  of  acquisition. 

Costs  include  costs  incurred  initially  and  costs  incurred  subsequently  to  add  to,  or  to  replace  a part  of,  or  service  a property.  If  a 
replacement  part  is  recognised  in  the  carrying  amount  of  the  investment  property,  the  carrying  amount  of  the  replaced  part  is 
derecognised.  Fair  value 

Subsequent  to  initial  measurement  investment  property  is  measured  at  fair  value. 

The  fair  value  of  investment  property  reflects  market  conditions  at  the  reporting  date. 

A gain  or  loss  arising  from  a change  in  fair  value  is  included  in  net  surplus  or  deficit  for  the  period  in  which  it  arises. 

If  the  entity  determines  that  the  fair  value  of  an  investment  property  under  construction  is  not  reliably  determinable  but  expects 
the  fair  value  of  the  property  to  be  reliably  measurable  when  construction  is  complete,  it  measures  that  investment  property 
under  construction  at  cost  until  either  its  fair  value  becomes  reliably  determinable  or  construction  is  completed  (whichever  is 
earlier).  If  the  entity  determines  that  the  fair  value  of  an  investment  property  (other  than  an  investment  property  under 
construction)  is  not  reliably  determinable  on  a continuing  basis,  the  entity  measures  that  investment  property  using  the  cost 
model  (as  per  the  accounting  policy  on  Property,  plant  and  equipment).  The  residual  value  of  the  investment  property  is  then 
assumed  to  be  zero.  The  entity  applies  the  cost  model  (as  per  the  accounting  policy  on  Property,  plant  and  equipment)  until 
disposal  of  the  investment  property. 

Once  the  entity  becomes  able  to  measure  reliably  the  fair  value  of  an  investment  property  under  construction  that  has  previously 
been  measured  at  cost,  it  measures  that  property  at  its  fair  value.  Once  construction  of  that  property  is  complete,  it  is  presumed 
that  fair  value  can  be  measured  reliably.  If  this  is  not  the  case,  the  property  is  accounted  for  using  the  cost  model  in  accordance 
with  the  accounting  policy  on  Property,  plant  and  equipment. 

Compensation  from  third  parties  for  investment  preperty  that  was  impaired,  lost  or  given  up  is  recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit 
when  the  compensation  becomes  receivable. 

Property  interests  held  under  operating  leases  are  classified  and  accounted  for  as  investment  property  in  the  following 
circumstances: 

Based  en  management's  judgement,  the  fellowing  criteria  have  been  applied  to  distinguish  investment  properties  from  owner 
occupied  preperty  or  property  held  for  resale: 

^ All  preperties  held  to  earn  market-related  rentals  or  for  capital  appreciation  or  both  and  that  are  net  used  for 

administrative  purposes  and  that  will  not  be  sold  within  the  next  12  menths  are  classified  as  Investment  Properties; 
Land  held  fer  a currently  undetermined  future  use.  (If  the  Municipality  has  not  determined  that  it  will  use  the  land  as 
owner-occupied  preperty  or  for  short-term  sale  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  the  land  is  regarded  as  held  fer 
capital  appreciation); 

^ A building  owned  by  the  entity  (or  held  by  the  entity  under  a finance  lease)  and  leased  out  under  one  or  more 
operating  leases  (this  will  include  the  property  pertfolio  rented  out  by  the  Flousing  Board  on  a commercial  basis  on 
behalf  of  the  municipality);  and 

^ A building  that  is  vacant  but  is  held  to  be  leased  out  under  one  or  more  operating  leases  en  a commercial  basis  to 
external  parties. 

When  classification  is  difficult,  the  criteria  used  to  distinguish  investment  property  from  owner-occupied  property  and  from 
property  held  for  sale  in  the  ordinary  course  of  operations,  are  as  follows: 
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The  foiiowing  assets  do  not  faii  in  the  ambit  of  Investment  Property  and  shali  be  ciassified  as  Property,  Piant  and 
Equipment,  Inventory  or  Non-Current  Assets  Held  for  Sale,  as  appropriate: 

Property  intended  for  sale  in  the  ordinary  course  of  operations  or  in  the  process  of  construction  or  development  for 
such  sale; 

^ Property  being  constructed  or  developed  on  behalf  of  third  parties; 


1 .4  Investment  property  (continued) 

^ Owner-occupied  property,  including  (among  other  things)  property  held  for  future  use  as  owner-occupied  property, 
property  held  for  future  development  and  subsequent  use  as  owner-occupied  property,  property  occupied  by 
employees  such  as  housing  for  personnel  (whether  or  not  the  employees  pay  rent  at  market  rates)  and 
owneroccupied  property  awaiting  disposal; 

Property  that  is  being  constructed  or  developed  for  future  use  as  investment  property; 

Property  that  is  leased  to  another  entity  under  a finance  lease; 

Property  held  to  provide  a social  service  and  which  also  generates  cash  inflows,  e.g.  property  rented  out  below 
market  rental  to  sporting  bodies,  schools,  low  income  families,  etc;  and  Property  held  for  strategic  purposes  or 
service  delivery. 

1 .5  Property,  plant  and  equipment 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  are  tangible  non-current  assets  (including  infrastructure  assets)  that  are  held  for  use  in  the 
production  or  supply  of  goods  or  services,  rental  to  others,  or  for  administrative  purposes,  and  are  expected  to  be  used  during 
more  than  one  year. 

The  cost  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  recognised  as  an  asset  if,  and  only  if, 

it  is  probable  that  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  associated  with  the  item  will  flow  to  the  municipality; 
and  if 

the  cost  or  fair  value  of  the  item  can  be  measured  reliably. 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  is  initially  measured  at  cost  on  its  acquisition  date  or  in  the  case  of  assets  acquired  by  grants  or 
donations,  deemed  cost,  being  the  fair  value  of  the  asset  on  initial  recognition. 

The  cost  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  the  purchase  price  and  other  costs  attributable  to  bring  the  asset  to  the 
location  and  condition  necessary  for  it  to  be  capable  of  operating  in  the  manner  intended  by  management.  Trade  discounts  and 
rebates  are  deducted  in  arriving  at  the  cost. 

Where  an  asset  is  acquired  by  the  municipality  for  no  or  nominal  consideration  (i.e.  a non-exchange  transaction),  the  cost  is 
deemed  to  be  equal  to  the  fair  value  of  that  asset  on  the  date  acquired. 

Where  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  acquired  in  exchange  for  a non-monetary  asset  or  monetary  assets,  er  a 
cembination  of  monetary  and  non-monetary  assets,  the  asset  acquired  is  initially  measured  at  fair  value  (the  cest).  If  the 
acquired  item's  fair  value  was  not  determinable,  it's  deemed  cost  is  the  carrying  amount  of  the  asset(s)  given  up. 

When  significant  components  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  have  different  useful  lives,  they  are  accounted  for  as 
separate  items  (major  components)  of  property,  plant  and  equipment. 

Costs  include  costs  incurred  initially  to  acquire  or  construct  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  and  costs  incurred 
subsequently  te  add  to,  replace  part  of,  or  service  it.  If  a replacement  cost  is  recognised  in  the  carrying  amount  of  an  item  of 
property,  plant  and  equipment,  the  carrying  amount  of  the  replaced  part  is  derecegnised. 

The  initial  estimate  of  the  costs  of  dismantling  and  removing  the  item  and  restoring  the  site  on  which  it  is  located  is  also  included 
in  the  cost  of  property,  plant  and  equipment,  where  the  entity  is  ebligated  to  incur  such  expenditure,  and  where  the  obligation 
arises  as  a result  of  acquiring  the  asset  or  using  it  for  purposes  other  than  the  preduction  of  inventories. 

Recognition  of  costs  in  the  carrying  amount  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  ceases  when  the  item  is  in  the  locatien 
and  cendition  necessary  for  it  to  be  capable  of  operating  in  the  manner  intended  by  management. 
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Items  such  as  spare  parts,  standby  equipment  and  servicing  equipment  are  recognised  when  they  meet  the  definition  of 
property,  piant  and  equipment. 

Major  inspection  costs  which  are  a condition  of  continuing  use  of  an  item  of  property,  piant  and  equipment  and  which  meet  the 
recognition  criteria  above  are  inciuded  as  a repiacement  in  the  cost  of  the  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment.  Any  remaining 
inspection  costs  from  the  previous  inspection  are  derecognised. 

Property,  piant  and  equipment  is  carried  at  cost  iess  accumuiated  depreciation  and  any  impairment  iosses  except  for  X,X  and  X 
which  is  carried  at  revaiued  amount  being  the  fair  vaiue  at  the  date  of  revaiuation  iess  any  subsequent  accumuiated 
depreciation  and  subsequent  accumuiated  impairment  losses. 

1 .5  Property,  plant  and  equipment  (continued) 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  is  carried  at  revalued  amount,  being  the  fair  value  at  the  date  of  revaluation  less  any  subsequent 
accumulated  depreciation  and  subsequent  accumulated  impairment  losses. 

When  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  revalued,  any  accumulated  depreciation  at  the  date  of  the  revaluation  is 
restated  proportionately  with  the  change  in  the  gross  carrying  amount  of  the  asset  so  that  the  carrying  amount  of  the  asset  after 
revaluation  equals  its  revalued  amount. 

When  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  revalued,  any  accumulated  depreciation  at  the  date  of  the  revaluation  is 
eliminated  against  the  gross  carrying  amount  of  the  asset  and  the  net  amount  restated  to  the  revalued  amount  of  the  asset. 

The  revaluation  surplus  in  equity  related  to  a specific  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  transferred  directly  to  retained 
earnings  when  the  asset  is  derecognised. 

The  revaluation  surplus  in  equity  related  to  a specific  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  transferred  directly  to  retained 
earnings  as  the  asset  is  used.  The  amount  transferred  is  equal  to  the  difference  between  depreciation  based  on  the  revalued 
carrying  amount  and  depreciation  based  on  the  original  cost  of  the  asset. 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  are  depreciated  on  the  straight  line  basis  over  their  expected  useful  lives  to  their  estimated 
residual  value. 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  is  carried  at  cost  less  accumulated  depreciation  and  any  impairment  losses.

The  assets’  residual  values,  estimated  useful  lives  and  depreciation  method  are  reviewed  annually  and  adjusted  prospectively, 
if  appropriate,  at  each  reporting  date. 

Reviewing  the  usefui  iife  of  an  asset  on  an  annuai  basis  does  not  require  the  entity  to  amend  the  previous  estimate  uniess 
expectations  differ  from  the  previous  estimate. 

Each  part  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  with  a cost  that  is  significant  in  reiation  to  the  totai  cost  of  the  item  is 
depreciated  separateiy. 

The  depreciation  charge  for  each  period  is  recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit  uniess  it  is  inciuded  in  the  carrying  amount  of 
another  asset. 


1 .5  Property,  plant  and  equipment  (continued) 

Items  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  are  derecognised  when  the  asset  is  disposed  of  or  when  there  are  no  further  economic 
benefits  or  service  potential  expected  from  the  use  of  the  asset. 

The  gain  or  loss  arising  from  the  derecognition  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  included  in  surplus  or  deficit  when 
the  item  is  derecognised.  The  gain  or  loss  arising  from  the  derecognition  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is 
determined  as  the  difference  between  the  net  disposal  proceeds,  if  any,  and  the  carrying  amount  of  the  item. 

Assets  which  the  municipality  holds  for  rentals  to  others  and  subsequently  routinely  sell  as  part  of  the  ordinary  course  of 
activities,  are  transferred  to  inventories  when  the  rentals  end  and  the  assets  are  available-for-sale.  Proceeds  from  sales  of  these 
assets  are  recognised  as  revenue.  All  cash  flows  on  these  assets  are  included  in  cash  flows  from  operating  activities  in  the  cash 
flow  statement. 

1.6  Site  restoration  and  dismantling  cost  (Landfill  sites) 

The  municipality  has  an  obligation  to  dismantle,  remove  and  restore  items  of  property,  plant  and  equipment.  Such  obligations 
are  referred  to  as  ‘decommissioning,  restoration  and  similar  liabilities’.  The  cost  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment 
includes  the  initial  estimate  of  the  costs  of  dismantling  and  removing  the  item  and  restoring  the  site  on  which  it  is  located,  the 
obligation  for  which  an  municipality  incurs  either  when  the  item  is  acquired  or  as  a consequence  of  having  used  the  item 
during  a particular  period  for  purposes  other  than  to  produce  inventories  during  that  period. 

If  the  related  asset  is  measured  using  the  cost  model: 

(a)  subject  to  (b),  changes  in  the  liability  are  added  to,  or  deducted  from,  the  cost  of  the  related  asset  in  the  current 
period; 

(b)  if  a decrease  in  the  liability  exceeds  the  carrying  amount  of  the  asset,  the  excess  is  recognised  immediately  in 
surplus  or  deficit;  and 

(c)  if  the  adjustment  results  in  an  addition  to  the  cost  of  an  asset,  the  municipality  considers  whether  this  is  an  indication 
that  the  new  carrying  amount  of  the  asset  may  not  be  fully  recoverable.  If  it  is  such  an  indication,  the  asset  is  tested 
for  impairment  by  estimating  its  recoverable  amount  or  recoverable  service  amount,  and  any  impairment  loss  is 
recognised  in  accordance  with  the  accounting  policy  on  impairment  of  cash-generating  assets  and/or  impairment  of 
non-cash-generating  assets. 

1.7  Intangible  assets 

An  asset  is  identifiable  if  it  either: 

^ is  separable,  i.e.  is  capable  of  being  separated  or  divided  from  an  entity  and  sold,  transferred,  licensed,  rented  or 
exchanged,  either  individually  or  together  with  a related  contract,  identifiable  assets  or  liability,  regardless  of  whether 
the  entity  intends  to  do  so;  or 

^ arises  from  binding  arrangements  (including  rights  from  contracts),  regardless  of  whether  those  rights  are 
transferable  or  separable  from  the  municipality  or  from  other  rights  and  obligations. 
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A binding  arrangement  describes  an  arrangement  that  confers  simiiar  rights  and  obiigations  on  the  parties  to  it  as  if  it  were  in  the 
form  of  a contract. 

An  intangibie  asset  is  recognised  when: 

it  is  probabie  that  the  expected  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potentiai  that  are  attributable  to  the  asset  will  flow 
to  the  municipality;  and 

the  cost  or  fair  value  of  the  asset  can  be  measured  reliably. 

The  municipality  assesses  the  probability  of  expected  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  using  reasonable  and 
supportable  assumptions  that  represent  management’s  best  estimate  of  the  set  of  economic  conditions  that  will  exist  over  the 
useful  life  of  the  asset. 

Where  an  intangible  asset  is  acquired  through  a non-exchange  transaction,  its  initial  cost  at  the  date  of  acquisition  is  measured 
at  its  fair  value  as  at  that  date. 

Expenditure  on  research  (or  on  the  research  phase  of  an  internal  project)  is  recognised  as  an  expense  when  it  is  incurred. 
Intangible  assets  are  carried  at  cost  less  any  accumulated  amortisation  and  any  impairment  losses. 
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1 .7  Intangible  assets  (continued) 

An  intangibie  asset  is  regarded  as  having  an  indefinite  usefui  life  when,  based  on  ail  relevant  factors,  there  is  no  foreseeabie 
iimit  to  the  period  over  which  the  asset  is  expected  to  generate  net  cash  inflows  or  service  potential.  Amortisation  is  not 
provided  for  these  intangibie  assets,  but  they  are  tested  for  impairment  annuaily  and  whenever  there  is  an  indication  that  the 
asset  may  be  impaired.  For  ali  other  intangibie  assets  amortisation  is  provided  on  a straight  line  basis  over  their  useful  life. 

The  amortisation  period  and  the  amortisation  method  for  intangibie  assets  are  reviewed  at  each  reporting  date. 

Reassessing  the  usefui  iife  of  an  intangible  asset  with  a finite  usefui  iife  after  it  was  ciassified  as  indefinite  is  an  indicator  that  the 
asset  may  be  impaired.  As  a result  the  asset  Is  tested  for  impairment  and  the  remaining  carrying  amount  is  amortised  over  its 
usefui  iife. 

Internaily  generated  brands,  mastheads,  pubiishing  tities,  customer  lists  and  items  simiiar  in  substance  are  not  recognised  as 
intangibie  assets. 

Internaily  generated  goodwill  is  not  recognised  as  an  intangibie  asset. 

Amortisation  is  provided  to  write  down  the  intangibie  assets,  on  a straight  iine  basis,  to  their  residuai  vaiues  as  foliows:

Intangibie  assets  are  derecognised: 
on  disposai;  or 

^ when  no  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potentiai  are  expected  from  its  use  or  disposai. 

The  gain  or  ioss  arising  from  the  derecognition  of  an  intangibie  assets  is  inciuded  in  surplus  or  deficit  when  the  asset  is 
derecognised  (unless  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  leases  requires  otherwise  on  a saie  and  leaseback). 

1.8  Trade  Payables 

Trade  payables  are  Initially  measured  at  fair  vaiue,  and  are  subsequentiy  measured  at  amortised  cost,  using  the  effective 
interest  rate  method.  Liabiiities  for  annuai  ieave  (accrued  leave  pay)  and  annual  bonus  are  recognised  as  they  accrue  to 
employees.  Accrual  is  based  on  the  potential  liability  of  the  municipality.  Liabilities  for  goods  and  services  rendered  to  the 
municipality  before  year  end  are  accrued  on  management's  estimate  if  the  invoice  or  statement  have  not  been  issued. 

1.9  Financial  instruments 

A financiai  instrument  is  any  contract  that  gives  rise  to  a financiai  asset  of  one  entity  and  a financiai  iiability  or  a residuai  interest 
of  another  entity. 

The  amortised  cost  of  a financiai  asset  or  financiai  iiabiiity  is  the  amount  at  which  the  financiai  asset  or  financiai  iiability  is 
measured  at  initiai  recognition  minus  principai  repayments,  pius  or  minus  the  cumulative  amortisation  using  the  effective 
interest  method  of  any  difference  between  that  initial  amount  and  the  maturity  amount,  and  minus  any  reduction  (directly  or 
through  the  use  of  an  allowance  account)  for  impairment  or  uncoiiectibility. 

Credit  risk  is  the  risk  that  one  party  to  a financiai  instrument  wili  cause  a financiai  ioss  for  the  other  party  by  faiiing  to  discharge 
an  obiigation. 

Derecognition  is  the  removal  of  a previously  recognised  financial  asset  or  financial  liability  from  the  entity’s  statement  of 
financiai  position. 

A derivative  is  a financiai  instrument  or  other  contract  with  all  three  of  the  following  characteristics: 

Its  value  changes  in  response  to  the  change  in  a specified  interest  rate,  financiai  instrument  price,  commodity  price, 
foreign  exchange  rate,  index  of  prices  or  rates,  credit  rating  or  credit  index,  or  other  variable,  provided  in  the  case 
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1.9  Financial  instruments  (continued) 

of  a non-financiai  variabie  that  the  variable  is  not  specific  to  a party  to  the  contract  (sometimes  called  the 
‘underlying’). 

It  requires  no  initial  net  investment  or  an  initial  net  investment  that  is  smaller  than  would  be  required  for  other  types 
of  contracts  that  would  be  expected  to  have  a similar  response  to  changes  in  market  factors.  ^ It  is  settled  at  a 
future  date. 

The  effective  interest  method  is  a method  of  calculating  the  amortised  cost  of  a financial  asset  or  a financial  liability  (or  group  of 
financial  assets  or  financial  liabilities)  and  of  allocating  the  interest  income  or  interest  expense  over  the  relevant  period.  The 
effective  interest  rate  is  the  rate  that  exactly  discounts  estimated  future  cash  payments  or  receipts  through  the  expected  life  of 
the  financial  instrument  or,  when  appropriate,  a shorter  period  to  the  net  carrying  amount  of  the  financial  asset  or  financial 
liability.  When  calculating  the  effective  interest  rate,  the  entity  shall  estimate  cash  flows  considering  all  contractual  terms  of  the 
financial  instrument  (for  example,  prepayment,  call  and  similar  options)  but  shall  not  consider  future  credit  losses.  The 
calculation  includes  all  fees  and  points  paid  or  received  between  parties  to  the  contract  that  are  an  integral  part  of  the  effective 
interest  rate  (see  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Revenue  from  Exchange  Transactions),  transaction  costs,  and  all  other  premiums 
or  discounts.  There  is  a presumption  that  the  cash  flows  and  the  expected  life  of  a group  of  similar  financial  instruments  can  be 
estimated  reliably.  However,  in  those  rare  cases  when  it  is  not  possible  to  reliably  estimate  the  cash  flews  or  the  expected  life  ef 
a financial  instrument  (or  group  of  financial  instruments),  the  entity  shall  use  the  contractual  cash  flows  over  the  full  contractual 
term  of  the  financial  instrument  (or  group  of  financial  instruments). 

Fair  value  is  the  amount  for  which  an  asset  could  be  exchanged,  or  a liability  settled,  between  knowledgeable  willing  parties  in 
an  arm’s  length  transaction. 

A financial  asset  is: 
cash; 

^ a residual  interest  of  another  entity;  er 
^ a contractual  right  to: 

receive  cash  cr  another  financial  asset  from  another  entity;  or 

exchange  financial  assets  or  financial  liabilities  with  another  entity  under  conditiens  that  are  potentially 
favourable  te  the  entity. 

A financial  guarantee  contract  is  a contract  that  requires  the  issuer  to  make  specified  payments  to  reimburse  the  holder  for  a 
loss  it  incurs  because  a specified  debtor  fails  to  make  payment  when  due  in  accordance  with  the  eriginal  or  modified  terms  of  a 
debt  instrument. 

A financial  liability  is  any  liability  that  is  a contractual  obligation  to: 

deliver  cash  or  another  financial  asset  to  another  entity;  or 

exchange  financial  assets  or  financial  liabilities  under  conditiens  that  are  potentially  unfavourable  to  the  entity. 

Interest  rate  risk  is  the  risk  that  the  fair  value  or  future  cash  flows  of  a financial  instrument  will  fluctuate  because  of  changes  in 
market  interest  rates. 

Liquidity  risk  is  the  risk  encountered  by  an  entity  in  the  event  of  difficulty  in  meeting  obligatiens  associated  with  financial 
liabilities  that  are  settled  by  delivering  cash  or  another  financial  asset. 

Lean  cemmitment  is  a firm  commitment  to  provide  credit  under  pre-specified  terms  and  conditions. 

Loans  payable  are  financial  liabilities,  other  than  short-term  payables  en  normal  credit  terms. 

Market  risk  is  the  risk  that  the  fair  value  or  future  cash  flows  of  a financial  instrument  will  fluctuate  because  of  changes  in  market 
prices.  Market  risk  comprises  three  types  of  risk:  currency  risk,  interest  rate  risk  and  other  price  risk. 

Other  price  risk  is  the  risk  that  the  fair  value  or  future  cash  flows  of  a financial  instrument  will  fluctuate  because  of  changes  in 
market  prices  (other  than  those  arising  frem  interest  rate  risk  or  currency  risk),  whether  those  changes  are  caused  by  factors 
specific  to  the  individual  financial  instrument  or  its  issuer,  or  factors  affecting  all  similar  financial  instruments  traded  in  the 
market. 
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1.9  Financial  instruments  (continued) 

A financiai  asset  is  past  due  when  a counterparty  has  faiied  to  make  a payment  when  contractuaily  due. 

Financiai  instruments  at  amortised  cost  are  non-derivative  financiai  assets  or  non-derivative  financiai  liabiiities  that  have  fixed 
or  determinabie  payments,  exciuding  those  instruments  that:  ^ the  entity  designates  at  fair  vaiue  at  initiai  recognition;  or 
^ are  heid  for  trading. 

Financiai  instruments  at  cost  are  investments  in  residuai  interests  that  do  not  have  a quoted  market  price  in  an  active  market, 
and  whose  fair  vaiue  cannot  be  reiiably  measured. 

Financiai  instruments  at  fair  vaiue  comprise  financiai  assets  or  financiai  liabiiities  that  are: 
derivatives; 

combined  instruments  that  are  designated  at  fair  value; 
instruments  held  for  trading.  A financial  instrument  is  held  for  trading  if: 

it  is  acquired  or  incurred  principally  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  repurchasing  it  in  the  near-term;  or 

on  initial  recognition  it  is  part  of  a portfolio  of  identified  financial  instruments  that  are  managed  together  and  for 

which  there  is  evidence  of  a recent  actual  pattern  of  short  term  profit-taking; 

non-derivative  financial  assets  or  financial  liabilities  with  fixed  or  determinable  payments  that  are  designated  at 
fair  value  at  initial  recognition;  and 

financial  instruments  that  do  not  meet  the  definition  of  financial  instruments  at  amortised  cost  or  financial 
instruments  at  cost.

Initial  measurement  of  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities 


The  municipality  measures  a financial  asset  and  financial  liability  initially  at  its  fair  value  plus  transaction  costs  that  are  directly 
attributable  to  the  acquisition  or  issue  ef  the  financial  asset  or  financial  liability. 

Subsequent  measurement  of  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities 

The  municipality  measures  all  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities  after  initial  recognition  using  the  following  categories:

Ail  financial  assets  measured  at  amortised  cost,  or  cost,  are  subject  to  an  impairment  review. 

Fair  vaiue  measurement  considerations 

The  best  evidence  of  fair  vaiue  is  quoted  prices  in  an  active  market.  If  the  market  for  a financial  instrument  is  not  active,  the 
municipality  establishes  fair  value  by  using  a valuation  technique.  The  objective  of  using  a valuation  technique  is  to  establish 
what  the  transaction  price  would  have  been  on  the  measurement  date  in  an  arm’s  length  exchange  motivated  by  normal 
operating  considerations.  Valuation  techniques  include  using  recent  arm’s  length  market  transactions  between  knowledgeable, 
willing  parties,  if  available,  reference  to  the  current  fair  value  of  another  instrument  that  is  substantially  the  same,  discounted 
cash  flow  analysis  and  option  pricing  models.  If  there  is  a valuation  technique  commonly  used  by  market  participants  to  price 
the  instrument  and  that  technique  has  been  demonstrated  to  provide  reliable  estimates  of  prices  obtained  in  actual  market 
transactions,  the  entity  uses  that  technique.  The  chosen  valuation  technique  makes  maximum  use  of  market  inputs  and  relies 
as  little  as  possible  on  entity-specific  inputs.  It  incorporates  all  factors  that  market  participants  would  consider  in  setting  a price 
and  is  consistent  with  accepted  economic  methodologies  for  pricing  financial  instruments.  Periodically,  an  municipality 
calibrates  the  valuation  technique  and  tests  it  for  validity  using  prices  from  any  observable  current  market  transactions  in  the 
same  instrument  (i.e.  without  modification  or  repackaging)  or  based  on  any  available  observable  market  data. 

The  fair  value  of  a financial  liability  with  a demand  feature  (e.g.  a demand  deposit)  is  not  less  than  the  amount  payable  on 
demand,  discounted  from  the  first  date  that  the  amount  could  be  required  to  be  paid. 

Reclassification 

The  municipality  does  not  reclassify  a financial  instrument  while  it  is  issued  or  held  unless  it  is: 

^ combined  instrument  that  is  required  to  be  measured  at  fair  value;  or 

an  investment  in  a residual  interest  that  meets  the  requirements  for  reclassification. 

If  fair  value  can  no  longer  be  measured  reliably  for  an  investment  in  a residual  interest  measured  at  fair  value,  the  entity 
reclassifies  the  investment  from  fair  value  to  cost.  The  carrying  amount  at  the  date  that  fair  value  is  no  longer  available 
becomes  the  cost. 

If  a reliable  measure  becomes  available  for  an  investment  in  a residual  interest  for  which  a measure  was  previously  not 
available,  and  the  instrument  would  have  been  required  to  be  measured  at  fair  value,  the  entity  reclassifies  the  instrument  from 
cost  to  fair  value. 

Gains  and  losses 

A gain  or  loss  arising  from  a change  in  the  fair  value  of  a financial  asset  or  financial  liability  measured  at  fair  value  is  recognised 
in  surplus  or  deficit. 

For  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities  measured  at  amortised  cost  or  cost,  a gain  or  loss  is  recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit 
when  the  financial  asset  or  financial  liability  is  derecognised  or  impaired,  or  through  the  amortisation  process. 

Impairment  and  uncollectibility  of  financial  assets 

The  municipality  assess  at  the  end  of  each  reporting  period  whether  there  is  any  objective  evidence  that  a financial  asset  or 
group  of  financial  assets  is  impaired. 

Financial  assets  measured  at  amortised  cost: 

If  there  is  ebjective  evidence  that  an  impairment  loss  on  financial  assets  measured  at  amortised  cost  has  been  incurred,  the 
amount  of  the  loss  is  measured  as  the  difference  between  the  asset’s  carrying  amount  and  the  present  value  of  estimated 
future  cash  flows  (excluding  future  credit  losses  that  have  not  been  incurred)  discounted  at  the  financial  asset’s  original  effective

interest  rate.  The  carrying  amount  of  the  asset  is  reduced  directiy  OR  through  the  use  of  an  aiiowance  account.  The  amount  of 
the  ioss  is  recognised  in  surpius  or  deficit. 

If,  in  a subsequent  period,  the  amount  of  the  impairment  loss  decreases  and  the  decrease  can  be  related  objectively  to  an  event 
occurring  after  the  impairment  was  recognised,  the  previously  recognised  impairment  loss  is  reversed  directly  OR  by  adjusting 
an  allowance  account.  The  reversal  does  not  result  in  a carrying  amount  of  the  financial  asset  that  exceeds  what  the  amortised 
cost  would  have  been  had  the  impairment  not  been  recognised  at  the  date  the  impairment  is  reversed.  The  amount  of  the 
reversal  is  recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit. 

Presentation 

Interest  relating  to  a financial  instrument  or  a component  that  is  a financial  liability  is  recognised  as  revenue  or  expense  in 
surplus  or  deficit. 

Dividends  or  similar  distributions  relating  to  a financial  instrument  or  a component  that  is  a financial  liability  is  recognised  as 
revenue  or  expense  in  surplus  or  deficit. 

Losses  and  gains  relating  to  a financial  instrument  or  a component  that  is  a financial  liability  is  recognised  as  revenue  or 
expense  in  surplus  or  deficit. 

Distributions  to  holders  of  residual  interests  are  recognised  by  the  entity  directly  in  net  assets.  Transaction  costs  incurred  on 
residual  interests  are  accounted  for  as  a deduction  from  net  assets.  Income  tax  [where  applicable]  relating  to  distributions  to 
holders  of  residual  interests  and  to  transaction  costs  incurred  on  residual  interests  are  accounted  for  in  accordance  with  the 
International  Accounting  Standard  on  Income  Taxes. 

A financial  asset  and  a financial  liability  are  only  offset  and  the  net  amount  presented  in  the  statement  of  financial  position  when 
the  entity  currently  has  a legally  enforceable  right  to  set  off  the  recognised  amounts  and  intends  either  to  settle  on  a net  basis, 
or  to  realise  the  asset  and  settle  the  liability  simultaneously. 

In  accounting  for  a transfer  of  a financial  asset  that  does  not  qualify  for  derecognition,  the  entity  does  not  offset  the  transferred 
asset  and  the  associated  liability. 

1.10  Leases 

A lease  is  classified  as  a finance  lease  if  it  transfers  substantially  all  the  risks  and  rewards  incidental  to  ownership.  A lease  is 
classified  as  an  operating  lease  if  it  dees  not  transfer  substantially  all  the  risks  and  rewards  incidental  to  ownership. 

When  a lease  includes  both  land  and  buildings  elements,  the  municipality  assesses  the  classification  of  each  element 
separately. 

Finance  leases  - lessee 

Finance  leases  are  recognised  as  assets  and  liabilities  in  the  statement  ef  financial  position  at  amounts  equal  to  the  fair  value  of 
the  leased  property  or,  if  lower,  the  present  value  ef  the  minimum  lease  payments.  The  corresponding  liability  to  the  lessor  is 
included  in  the  statement  of  financial  position  as  a finance  lease  ebligation. 

The  discount  rate  used  in  calculating  the  present  value  of  the  minimum  lease  payments  is  the  interest  rate  implicit  in  the  lease. 

Minimum  lease  payments  are  apportioned  between  the  finance  charge  and  reduction  of  the  outstanding  liability.  The  finance 
charge  is  allocated  to  each  pericd  during  the  lease  term  so  as  to  produce  a censtant  periodic  rate  ef  on  the  remaining  balance 
of  the  liability. 

Any  centingent  rents  are  expensed  in  the  period  in  which  they  are  incurred. 
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1.10  Leases  (continued) 

Operating  leases  - lessor 

Operating  iease  revenue  is  recognised  as  revenue  on  a straight-iine  basis  over  the  iease  term. 

Initiai  direct  costs  incurred  in  negotiating  and  arranging  operating  leases  are  added  to  the  carrying  amount  of  the  leased  asset 
and  recognised  as  an  expense  over  the  lease  term  on  the  same  basis  as  the  lease  revenue. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  incentives  is  recognised  as  a reduction  of  rental  revenue  over  the  lease  term  on  a straight-line  basis. 
Income  for  leases  is  disclosed  under  revenue  in  statement  of  financial  performance. 

Operating  leases  - lessee 

Operating  lease  payments  are  recognised  as  an  expense  on  a straight-line  basis  over  the  lease  term.  The  difference  between 
the  amounts  recognised  as  an  expense  and  the  contractual  payments  are  recognised  as  an  operating  lease  asset  or  liability. 

1.11  Inventories 

Inventories  are  initially  measured  at  cost  except  where  inventories  are  acquired  through  a non-exchange  transaction,  then  their 
costs  are  their  fair  value  as  at  the  date  of  acquisition. 

Subsequently  inventories  are  measured  at  the  lower  of  cost  and  net  realisable  value. 

Inventories  are  measured  at  the  lower  of  cost  and  current  replacement  cost  where  they  are  held  for; 
distribution  at  no  charge  or  for  a nominal  charge;  or 

consumption  in  the  production  process  of  goods  to  be  distributed  at  no  charge  or  for  a nominal  charge. 

Net  realisable  value  is  the  estimated  selling  price  in  the  ordinary  course  of  operations  less  the  estimated  costs  of  completion  and 
the  estimated  costs  necessary  to  make  the  sale,  exchange  or  distribution. 

Current  replacement  cost  is  the  cost  the  municipality  incurs  to  acquire  the  asset  on  the  reporting  date. 

The  cost  of  inventories  comprises  of  all  costs  of  purchase,  cests  of  conversion  and  other  costs  incurred  in  bringing  the 
inventories  to  their  present  location  and  condition. 

The  cost  of  inventories  of  items  that  are  not  ordinarily  interchangeable  and  goods  or  services  preduced  and  segregated  for 
specific  projects  is  assigned  using  specific  identification  of  the  individual  costs. 

The  cost  of  inventories  is  assigned  using  the  first-in,  first-eut  (FIFO)  formula.  The  same  cost  formula  is  used  for  all  inventories 
having  a similar  nature  and  use  to  the  municipality. 

1.11  Inventories  (continued) 

When  inventories  are  sold,  the  carrying  amounts  of  those  inventories  are  recegnised  as  an  expense  in  the  period  in  which  the 
related  revenue  is  recognised.  If  there  is  no  related  revenue,  the  expenses  are  recognised  when  the  goods  are  distributed,  or 
related  services  are  rendered.  The  amount  of  any  write-down  of  inventories  to  net  realisable  value  or  current  replacement  cost 
and  all  losses  of  inventories  are  recognised  as  an  expense  in  the  period  the  write-down  or  loss  occurs.  The  amount  of  any 
reversal  ef  any  write-down  of  inventories,  arising  from  an  increase  in  net  realisable  value  or  current  replacement  cost,  are 
recognised  as  a reduction  in  the  amount  of  inventories  recognised  as  an  expense  in  the  peried  in  which  the  reversal  occurs. 

Water 

The 

estimation  of  the  water  inventory  in  the  reservoirs  is  based  en  the  measurement  of  water  via  manual  level  meters,  where  the 
level  indicates  the  depth  of  the  water  in  the  resevoir,  which  is  then  cenverted  into  volumes  based  on  the  total  capacity  of  the 
relevant  reservoir. 
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Water  is  regarded  as  inventory  when  the  municipaiity  purchased  water  in  buik  with  the  intention  to  reseli  it  to  the  consumer  or 
to  use  it  internaiiy,  or  where  the  municipaiity  has  incurred  purification  costs  on  water  obtained  from  naturai  resources  (rain, 
rivers,  springs,  borehoies  etc.)  However,  water  in  dams,  that  are  filied  by  naturai  resources  and  that  has  not  yet  been  treated,  is 
under  the  controi  of  the  municipaiity  but  can  not  be  measured  reliabiy  as  there  is  no  cost  attached  to  the  water,  is  not 
recognised  in  the  statement  of  financiai  position. 

The  basis  of  determining  the  cost  of  water  purchased  and  not  yet  soid  at  statement  of  financiai  position  date  comprises  aii  costs 
of  purchase,  cost  of  conversion  and  other  costs  incurred  in  bringing  the  inventory  to  its  present  iocation,  net  of  trade  discounts 
and  rebates. 

Water  and  purified  effluent  are  valued  by  using  the  last  invoice  amount  per  KL  as  received  from  the  water  supplier  to  determine 
the  lowest  of  cost  and  net  realisable  value. 

1.12  Grant  receivable 

Construction  contract  is  a contract,  or  a similar  binding  arrangement,  specifically  negotiated  for  the  construction  of  an  asset  or  a 
combination  of  assets  that  are  closely  interrelated  or  interdependent  in  terms  of  their  design,  technology  and  function  or  their 
ultimate  purpese  or  use. 

Cost  plus  or  cost  based  contract  is  a construction  contract  in  which  the  contractor  is  reimbursed  for  allowable  or  otherwise 
defined  costs  and,  in  the  case  of  a commercially-based  contract,  an  additional  percentage  of  these  costs  or  a fixed  fee,  if  any. 

Where  the  outcome  of  a construction  contract  can  be  estimated  reliably,  centract  revenue  and  costs  are  recegnised  by 
reference  to  the  stage  of  completion  of  the  contract  activity  at  the  reperting  date,  as  measured  by  completion  of  a physical 
proportion  of  the  contract  work. 

Treasury  provides  the  Municipality  with  the  Regional  Bulk  infrastructure  grant.  This  Grant  refunds  the  Municipality  for  expenses 
incurred  on  approved  projects. 

When  it  is  probable  that  tetal  contract  costs  will  exceed  total  contract  revenue,  the  expected  deficit  is  recognised  as  an  expense 
immediately. 

1.13  Impairment  of  cash-generating  assets 

Cash-generating  assets  are  assets  managed  with  the  ebjective  of  generating  a commercial  return.  An  asset  generates  a 
cemmercial  return  when  it  is  deployed  in  a manner  consistent  with  that  adopted  by  a profit-oriented  entity. 

Impairment  is  a loss  in  the  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  of  an  asset,  over  and  abeve  the  systematic  recognition 
of  the  loss  of  the  asset’s  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  through  depreciation  (amortisation). 

Carrying  amount  is  the  amount  at  which  an  asset  is  recognised  in  the  statement  of  financial  position  after  deducting  any 
accumulated  depreciation  and  accumulated  impairment  losses  thereon. 

A cash-generating  unit  is  the  smallest  identifiable  group  of  assets  managed  with  the  objective  of  generating  a commercial  return 
that  generates  cash  inflows  from  continuing  use  that  are  largely  independent  of  the  cash  inflows  from  other  assets  or  groups  of 
assets. 

1.13  Impairment  of  cash-generating  assets  (continued) 

Costs  of  disposal  are  incremental  costs  directly  attributable  to  the  disposal  of  an  asset,  excluding  finance  costs  and  income  tax 
expense. 

Depreciatien  (Amortisation)  is  the  systematic  allocation  of  the  depreciable  amount  of  an  asset  over  its  useful  life. 

Fair  value  less  costs  to  sell  is  the  amount  obtainable  from  the  sale  of  an  asset  in  an  arm’s  length  transaction  between 
knowledgeable,  willing  parties,  less  the  costs  of  disposal. 

Recoverable  amount  of  an  asset  or  a cash-generating  unit  is  the  higher  its  fair  value  less  costs  to  sell  and  its  value  in  use. 
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Useful  iife  is  either: 

(a)  the  period  of  time  over  which  an  asset  is  expected  to  be  used  by  the  municipality;  or 

(b)  the  number  of  production  or  similar  units  expected  to  be  obtained  from  the  asset  by  the  municipaiity. 

Criteria  developed  by  the  municipality  to  distinguish  cash-generating  assets  from  non-cash-generating  assets  are  as  foliow: 

1.14  Employee  benefits 

Employee  benefits  are  ail  forms  of  consideration  given  by  the  municipaiity  in  exchange  for  service  rendered  by  empioyees. 

A quaiifying  insurance  poiicy  is  an  insurance  poiicy  issued  by  an  insurer  that  is  not  a reiated  party  (as  defined  in  the  Standard  of 
GRAP  on  Reiated  Party  Disciosures)  of  the  reporting  municipaiity,  if  the  proceeds  of  the  poiicy  can  be  used  oniy  to  pay  or  fund 
employee  benefits  under  a defined  benefit  plan  and  are  not  available  to  the  reporting  municipality’s  own  creditors  (even  in 
iiquidation)  and  cannot  be  paid  to  the  reporting  municipality,  unless  either: 

^ the  proceeds  represent  surpius  assets  that  are  not  needed  for  the  poiicy  to  meet  aii  the  related  employee  benefit 
obiigations;  or 

^ the  proceeds  are  returned  to  the  reporting  municipaiity  to  reimburse  it  for  empioyee  benefits  aiready  paid. 

Termination  benefits  are  empioyee  benefits  payabie  as  a resuit  of  either: 

an  municipality’s  decision  to  terminate  an  employee’s  employment  before  the  normal  retirement  date;  or  ^ an 
employee’s  decision  to  accept  voluntary  redundancy  in  exchange  for  those  benefits. 

Other  iong-term  empioyee  benefits  are  empioyee  benefits  (other  than  post-empioyment  benefits  and  termination  benefits)  that 
are  not  due  to  be  settied  within  tweive  months  after  the  end  of  the  period  in  which  the  empioyees  render  the  reiated  service. 

Vested  empioyee  benefits  are  empioyee  benefits  that  are  not  conditionai  on  future  empioyment. 

Composite  social  security  programmes  are  established  by  legislation  and  operate  as  multi-empioyer  plans  to  provide 
postempioyment  benefits  as  weii  as  to  provide  benefits  that  are  not  consideration  in  exchange  for  service  rendered  by 
empioyees. 

A constructive  obligation  is  an  obligation  that  derives  from  the  municipality’s  actions  where  by  an  estabiished  pattern  of  past 
practice,  pubiished  poiicies  or  a sufficiently  specific  current  statement,  the  municipaiity  has  indicated  to  other  parties  that  it  wiil 
accept  certain  responsibilities  and  as  a resuit,  the  municipality  has  created  a vaiid  expectation  on  the  part  of  those  other  parties 
that  it  wili  discharge  those  responsibiiities. 

1.14  Employee  benefits  (continued) 

Short-term  employee  benefits 

Short-term  employee  benefits  are  employee  benefits  (other  than  termination  benefits)  that  are  due  to  be  settled  within  twelve 
months  after  the  end  of  the  period  in  which  the  employees  render  the  related  service. 

Short-term  employee  benefits  include  items  such  as: 

^ wages,  salaries  and  social  security  contributions; 

short-term  compensated  absences  (such  as  paid  annual  leave  and  paid  sick  leave)  where  the  compensation  for  the 
absences  is  due  to  be  settled  within  twelve  months  after  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  in  which  the  employees 
render  the  related  employee  service; 

bonus,  incentive  and  performance  related  payments  payable  within  twelve  months  after  the  end  of  the  reporting 
period  in  which  the  employees  render  the  related  service;  and 

non-monetary  benefits  (for  example,  medical  care,  and  free  or  subsidised  goods  or  services  such  as  housing,  cars 
and  cellphones)  for  current  employees. 

When  an  employee  has  rendered  service  to  the  entity  during  a reporting  period,  the  entity  recognise  the  undiscounted  amount  of 
short-term  employee  benefits  expected  to  be  paid  in  exchange  for  that  service: 

^ as  a liability  (accrued  expense),  after  deducting  any  amount  already  paid.  If  the  amount  already  paid  exceeds  the 
undiscounted  amount  of  the  benefits,  the  municipality  recognise  that  excess  as  an  asset  (prepaid  expense)  to  the 
extent  that  the  prepayment  will  lead  to,  for  example,  a reduction  in  future  payments  or  a cash  refund;  and 
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^ as  an  expense,  unless  another  Standard  requires  or  permits  the  inclusion  of  the  benefits  in  the  cost  of  an  asset. 

The  expected  cost  of  compensated  absences  is  recognised  as  an  expense  as  the  employees  render  services  that  increase  their 
entitlement  or,  in  the  case  of  non-accumulating  absences,  when  the  absence  occurs.  The  entity  measure  the  expected  cost  of 
accumulating  compensated  absences  as  the  additional  amount  that  the  entity  expects  to  pay  as  a result  of  the  unused 
entitlement  that  has  accumulated  at  the  reporting  date. 

The  entity  recognise  the  expected  cost  of  bonus,  incentive  and  performance  related  payments  when  the  entity  has  a present 
legal  or  constructive  obligation  to  make  such  payments  as  a result  of  past  events  and  a reliable  estimate  of  the  obligation  can  be 
made.  A present  obligation  exists  when  the  entity  has  no  realistic  alternative  but  to  make  the  payments. 

Post-employment  benefits 

Post-employment  benefits  are  employee  benefits  (other  than  termination  benefits)  which  are  payable  after  the  completion  of 
employment. 

Post-employment  benefit  plans  are  formal  or  informal  arrangements  under  which  the  municipality  provides  post-employment 
benefits  for  one  or  more  employees. 

Multi-employer  plans  are  defined  contribution  plans  (other  than  state  plans  and  composite  social  security  programmes)  or 
defined  benefit  plans  (other  than  state  plans)  that  pool  the  assets  contributed  by  various  entities  that  are  not  under  common 
control  and  use  those  assets  to  provide  benefits  to  employees  of  more  than  one  entity,  on  the  basis  that  contribution  and  benefit 
levels  are  determined  without  regard  to  the  identity  of  the  entity  that  employs  the  employees  concerned. 

Post-employment  benefits:  Defined  contribution  plans 

The  municipality  and  it's  employees  contributes  to  various  pension,  provident  and  retirement  funds  and  it's  councillors  contribute 
to  the  Pension  fund  for  Municipal  Councillors.  The  retirment  benefits  are  calculated  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  funds. 

Full  actuarial  valuations  are  performed  by  the  relevant  funds  on  a regular  basis  as  per  the  requirement  of  the  various  funds. 
Current  contributions  are  recognised  as  an  asset  to  the  extent  that  a cash  refund  or  a reduction  in  future  payments  is  available. 

Some  of  the  various  funds  that  the  municipality  contributes  to  are  multi-employer  defined  benefit  plans  but  they  are  accounted 
for  as  defined  contribution  plans.  This  is  because  of  the  nature  of  these  funds  and  the  fact  that  the  assets  are  not  specifically 
associated  to  meet  the  obligations  in  respect  of  individual  employers  in  terms  of  paragraph  30  of  IAS  19.  Thus  there  is  no 
consistent  and  relaible  basis  for  allocating  the  obligations,  plan  assets  and  costs  to  individual  municipalities  participating  in  the 
plan.  The  contributions  to  the  fund  obligations  for  the  payment  of  retirement  benefits  are  expensed  in  the  year  it  becomes 
payable.  These  multi  employer  plans  are  actuarially  valued  annually  on  a national  or  provincial  basis,  using  the  prejected  unit 
credit  methed.  Deficits,  if  any,  are  recovered  through  limpsum  payments  or  increased  future  centributions  on  proportional  basis 
from  all  participating  municipalities. 

1.14  Employee  benefits  (continued) 

Post-employment  benefits:  Defined  benefit  plans 

The  cost  of  providing  benefits  is  determined  using  the  Projected  Unit  Credit  method,  with  actuarial  valuations  being  carried  out 
at  the  end  od  each  reporting  period.  Actuarial  gains  and  losses  that  exceed  10%  of  the  greater  of  the  present  value  ef  the 
municipality's  defined  benefit  obligation  and  the  fair  value  ef  plan  assets  as  at  the  end  of  the  prior  year  are  amortised  over  the 
expected  average  remaining  working  lives  of  the  participating  employees. 

The  municipality  provides  certain  post-retirement  medical  benefits  by  funding  the  medical  aid  centributions  of  certain  retired 
members  of  the  municipality.  Accerding  to  the  rules  of  all  of  the  medical  aid  funds  with  whic  the  municipality  is  associated,  a 
member  is  entitled  to  remain  a continued  member  of  the  medical  aid  fund  upon  retirement,  in  which  case  the  municipality  is 
liable  fer  a certain  portion  of  the  medical  aid  membership  fee.  These  medical  aid  funds  are  classified  as  defined  benefit  plans. 

The  current  service  cost  is  recognised  as  a period  expense  in  the  statement  of  financial  performance  and  is  matched  te  the 
benefit  received  during  the  werking  life  of  the  employee.  The  current  service  cost  includes  the  expense  for  benefits  received  by 
the  empleyee  currently  in  service  and  the  cost  of  funding  the  employee  when  no  longer  in  service. 
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Where  some  of  the  empioyees  are  not  members  of  any  quaiifying  medicai  aid  scheme  as  at  the  reporting  date,  the  municipality 
accrues  50%  of  such  potentiai  liability.  This  management  estimate  is  meant  to  cater  for  empioyees  who  are  iikely  to  join  the 
quaiifying  medicai  schemes  in  future  but  before  retirement. 

1.15  Provisions  and  contingencies 

Provisions  are  recognised  when: 

the  municipaiity  has  a present  obiigation  as  a resuit  of  a past  event; 

^ it  is  probabie  that  an  outfiow  of  resources  embodying  economic  benefits  or  service  potentiai  wiil  be  required  to  settle 
the  obligation;  and 

^ a reiiabie  estimate  can  be  made  of  the  obligation. 

The  amount  of  a provision  is  the  best  estimate  of  the  expenditure  expected  to  be  required  to  settie  the  present  obligation  at  the 
reporting  date. 

Where  the  effect  of  time  vaiue  of  money  is  materiai,  the  amount  of  a provision  is  the  present  vaiue  of  the  expenditures  expected 
to  be  required  to  settie  the  obiigation. 

The  discount  rate  is  a pre-tax  rate  that  refiects  current  market  assessments  of  the  time  vaiue  of  money  and  the  risks  specific  to 
the  iiability. 

Where  some  or  aii  of  the  expenditure  required  to  settie  a provision  is  expected  to  be  reimbursed  by  another  party,  the 
reimbursement  is  recognised  when,  and  oniy  when,  it  is  virtualiy  certain  that  reimbursement  wili  be  received  if  the  municipaiity 
setties  the  obiigation.  The  reimbursement  is  treated  as  a separate  asset.  The  amount  recognised  for  the  reimbursement  does 
not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  provision. 

Provisions  are  reviewed  at  each  reporting  date  and  adjusted  to  reflect  the  current  best  estimate.  Provisions  are  reversed  if  it  is 
no  ionger  probabie  that  an  outfiow  of  resources  embodying  economic  benefits  or  service  potentiai  wiil  be  required,  to  settle  the 
obligation. 

Where  discounting  is  used,  the  carrying  amount  of  a provision  increases  in  each  period  to  reflect  the  passage  of  time.  This 
increase  is  recognised  as  an  interest  expense. 

A provision  is  used  oniy  for  expenditures  for  which  the  provision  was  originaliy  recognised. 

Provisions  are  not  recognised  for  future  operating  deficits. 

If  an  entity  has  a contract  that  is  onerous,  the  present  obiigation  (net  of  recoveries)  under  the  contract  is  recognised  and 
measured  as  a provision. 

Contingent  assets  and  contingent  iiabilities  are  not  recognised.  Contingencies  are  disciosed  in  note  53. 

1.15  Provisions  and  contingencies  (continued) 

Decommissioning,  restoration  and  similar  liability 

Changes  in  the  measurement  of  an  existing  decommissioning,  restoration  and  simiiar  iiability  that  resuit  from  changes  in  the 
estimated  timing  or  amount  of  the  eutfiow  of  resources  embodying  economic  benefits  or  service  potentiai  required  to  settie  the 
obiigatien,  or  a change  in  the  discount  rate,  is  accounted  fer  as  foilows: 

If  the  related  asset  is  measured  using  the  cost  model,  the  related  depreciation,  based  en  the  estimated  usefui  life  of  the  ianfili 
site  is  recognised  immediateiy  in  surpius  or  deficit. 

If  the  related  asset  is  measured  using  the  revaiuation  modei: 

^ changes  in  the  liabiiity  aiter  the  revaiuation  surpius  or  deficit  previcusly  recognised  on  that  asset,  so  that: 

a decrease  in  the  iiabiiity  is  credited  directiy  to  revaiuation  surpius  in  net  assets,  except  that  it  is  recognised  in 
surplus  or  deficit  tc  the  extent  that  it  reverses  a revaiuation  deficit  on  the  asset  that  was  previousiy  recognised  in 
surplus  or  deficit;  and 
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an  increase  in  the  iiabiiity  is  recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit,  except  that  it  is  debited  directly  to  revaluation 
surplus  in  net  assets  to  the  extent  of  any  credit  balance  existing  in  the  revaluation  surplus  in  respect  of  that  asset; 

The  adjusted  depreciable  amount  of  the  asset  is  depreciated  over  its  useful  life.  Therefore,  once  the  related  asset  has  reached 
the  end  of  its  useful  life,  all  subsequent  changes  in  the  liability  is  recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit  as  they  occur.  This  applies 
under  both  the  cost  model  and  the  revaluation  model. 

The  periodic  unwinding  of  the  discount  is  recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit  as  a finance  cost  as  it  occurs. 

1.16  Commitments 

Items  are  classified  as  commitments  when  the  municipality  has  committed  itself  to  future  transactions  that  will  normally  result  in 
the  eutflow  of  cash. 

Disclosures  are  required  in  respect  of  unrecognised  contractual  commitments. 

Commitments  for  which  disclosure  is  necessary  to  achieve  a fair  presentation  should  be  disclosed  in  a note  to  the  financial 
statements,  if  both  the  following  criteria  are  met: 

^ Contracts  should  be  non-cancellable  or  only  cancellable  at  significant  cost  (for  example,  contracts  for  computer  or 
building  maintenance  services);  and 

^ Contracts  should  relate  to  something  other  than  the  routine,  steady,  state  business  of  the  entity  - therefere  salary 
commitments  relating  to  employment  contracts  or  operational  commitments  are  excluded. 

1.17  Revenue  from  exchange  transactions 

Revenue  is  the  gross  inflow  of  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  during  the  reporting  period  when  those  inflows  result  in  an 
increase  in  net  assets,  other  than  increases  relating  to  contributions  from  owners. 

An  exchange  transaction  is  one  in  which  the  municipality  receives  assets  or  services,  or  has  liabilities  extinguished,  and  directly 
gives  approximately  equal  value  (primarily  in  the  form  of  goods,  services  or  use  of  assets)  to  the  other  party  in  exchange. 

Fair  value  is  the  amount  for  which  an  asset  could  be  exchanged,  or  a liability  settled,  between  knowledgeable,  willing  parties  in 
an  arm’s  length  transaction. 

Measurement 

Revenue  is  measured  at  the  fair  value  of  the  consideratien  received  or  receivable,  net  ef  trade  discounts  and  volume  rebates. 

1.17  Revenue  from  exchange  transactions  (continued) 

Saie  of  goods 

Revenue  frem  the  sale  of  goods  is  recognised  when  all  the  following  conditions  have  been  satisfied: 

^ the  municipality  has  transferred  to  the  purchaser  the  significant  risks  and  rewards  of  ownership  of  the  goods; 

the  municipality  retains  neither  continuing  managerial  involvement  to  the  degree  usually  associated  with  ownership 

nor  effective  centrol  ever  the  goods  sold; 

the  amount  of  revenue  can  be  measured  reliably; 

^ it  is  probable  that  the  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  associated  with  the  transaction  will  flow  to  the 
municipality;  and 

^ the  costs  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  in  respect  of  the  transaction  can  be  measured  reliably. 

Rendering  of  services 

When  the  outceme  of  a transaction  involving  the  rendering  of  services  can  be  estimated  reliably,  revenue  associated  with 
the  transaction  is  recognised  by  reference  te  the  stage  of  completion  of  the  transaction  at  the  reporting  date.  The  outcome  of 
a transaction  can  be  estimated  reliably  when  all  the  following  conditions  are  satisfied: 
the  amount  of  revenue  can  be  measured  reliably; 
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^ it  is  probabie  that  the  economic  benefits  or  service  potentiai  associated  with  the  transaction  wili  fiow  to  the 
municipality; 

^ the  stage  of  completion  of  the  transaction  at  the  reporting  date  can  be  measured  reliably;  and 
^ the  costs  incurred  for  the  transaction  and  the  costs  to  complete  the  transaction  can  be  measured  reliably. 

When  services  are  performed  by  an  indeterminate  number  of  acts  over  a specified  time  frame,  revenue  is  recognised  on  a 
straight  line  basis  over  the  specified  time  frame  unless  there  is  evidence  that  some  other  method  better  represents  the  stage  of 
completion.  When  a specific  act  is  much  more  significant  than  any  other  acts,  the  recognition  of  revenue  is  postponed  until  the 
significant  act  is  executed. 

When  the  outcome  of  the  transaction  involving  the  rendering  of  services  cannot  be  estimated  reliably,  revenue  is  recognised 
only  to  the  extent  of  the  expenses  recognised  that  are  recoverable. 

Service  charges  relating  to  electricity,  water  and  sanitation  are  based  on  consumption.  Meters  are  read  and  billed  on  a monthly 
basis  and  revenue  is  accounted  for  when  invoiced.  Estimated  consumptions  are  made  monthly  when  meters  have  not  been 
read.  The  estimates  of  consumption  are  accounted  for  as  revenue  when  invoiced.  Adjustments  to  estimates  of  consumption  are 
made  in  the  invoicing  period  when  meters  have  been  read.  These  adjustments  are  accounted  for  as  revenue  or  as  a write  back 
of  revenue  in  the  invoicing  period.  Revenue  from  the  sale  of  electricity  pre-paid  meter  cards  are  receognised  at  the  point  of  sale. 
An  adjustment  for  an  unutilised  portion  is  made  at  year  end  based  on  the  average  consumption  history. 

Interest,  royalties  and  dividends 

Revenue  arising  from  the  use  by  others  of  entity  assets  yielding  interest,  royalties  and  dividends  or  similar  distributions  is 
recognised  when: 

It  is  probable  that  the  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  associated  with  the  transaction  will  flow  to  the 
municipality,  and 

The  amount  of  the  revenue  can  be  measured  reliably. 

Interest  is  recognised,  in  surplus  or  deficit,  using  the  effective  interest  rate  method. 

Royalties  are  recognised  as  they  are  earned  in  accordance  with  the  substance  of  the  relevant  agreements. 

Dividends  or  similar  distributions  are  recognised,  in  surplus  or  deficit,  when  the  municipality’s  right  to  receive  payment  has  been 
established. 

Income  from  agency  services:  Inceme  from  agency  services  are  accounted  for  on  a monthly  basis  once  the  income 
collected/retrieved  on  behalf  of  agents  has  been  quantified.  The  inceme  is  accounted  for  in  terms  of  the  agency  agreement. 

1.18  Revenue  from  non-exchange  transactions 

Revenue  comprises  gross  inflows  of  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  received  and  receivable  by  an  municipality,  which 
represents  an  increase  in  net  assets,  ether  than  increases  relating  to  contributions  from  owners. 

1.18  Revenue  from  non-exchange  transactions  (continued) 

Conditions  on  transferred  assets  are  stipulations  that  specify  that  the  future  ecenomic  benefits  or  service  petential  embodied  in 
the  asset  is  required  to  be  consumed  by  the  recipient  as  specified  er  future  economic  benefits  er  service  potential  must  be 
returned  te  the  transferor. 

Control  of  an  asset  arise  when  the  municipality  can  use  er  otherwise  benefit  from  the  asset  in  pursuit  of  its  objectives  and  can 
exclude  or  otherwise  regulate  the  access  of  others  to  that  benefit. 

Exchange  transactions  are  transactions  in  which  one  entity  receives  assets  or  services,  or  has  liabilities  extinguished,  and 
directly  gives  approximately  equal  value  (primarily  in  the  term  of  cash,  goods,  services,  or  use  ef  assets)  to  another  entity  in 
exchange. 

Expenses  paid  through  the  tax  system  are  amounts  that  are  available  to  beneficiaries  regardless  of  whether  or  not  they  pay 
taxes. 
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Fines  are  economic  benefits  or  service  potentiai  received  or  receivabie  by  entities,  as  determined  by  a court  or  other  law 
enforcement  body,  as  a consequence  of  the  breach  of  laws  or  regulations. 

Non-exchange  transactions  are  transactions  that  are  not  exchange  transactions.  In  a non-exchange  transaction,  an  municipality 
either  receives  value  from  another  municipality  without  directly  giving  approximately  equal  value  in  exchange,  or  gives  value  to 
another  municipality  without  directly  receiving  approximately  equal  value  in  exchange. 

Restrictions  on  transferred  assets  are  stipulations  that  limit  or  direct  the  purposes  for  which  a transferred  asset  may  be  used,  but 
do  not  specify  that  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  is  required  to  be  returned  to  the  transferor  if  not  deployed  as 
specified. 

Stipulations  on  transferred  assets  are  terms  in  laws  or  regulation,  or  a binding  arrangement,  imposed  upon  the  use  of  a 
transferred  asset  by  entities  external  to  the  reporting  municipality. 

Tax  expenditures  are  preferential  provisions  of  the  tax  law  that  provide  certain  taxpayers  with  concessions  that  are  not  available 
to  others. 

The  taxable  event  is  the  event  that  the  government,  legislature  or  other  authority  has  determined  will  be  subject  to  taxation. 

Taxes  are  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  compulsorily  paid  or  payable  to  entities,  in  accordance  with  laws  and  or 
regulations,  established  to  provide  revenue  to  government.  Taxes  do  not  include  fines  er  ether  penalties  imposed  for  breaches 
of  the  law. 

Transfers  are  inflows  of  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  from  non-exchange  transactions,  other  than  taxes. 

Recognition 

An  inflow  of  resources  from  a non-exchange  transactien  recegnised  as  an  asset  is  recognised  as  revenue,  except  to  the  extent 
that  a liability  is  also  recognised  in  respect  of  the  same  inflow. 

As  the  municipality  satisfies  a present  obligatien  recognised  as  a liability  in  respect  of  an  inflow  of  resources  from  a 
nonexchange  transaction  recognised  as  an  asset,  it  reduces  the  carrying  amount  of  the  liability  recognised  and  recognises  an 
amount  of  revenue  equal  to  that  reduction. 

Measurement 

Revenue  frem  a non-exchange  transaction  is  measured  at  the  amount  of  the  increase  in  net  assets  recognised  by  the 
municipality. 

When,  as  a result  of  a non-exchange  transaction,  the  municipality  recognises  an  asset,  it  also  recognises  revenue  equivalent  to 
the  ameunt  of  the  asset  measured  at  its  fair  value  as  at  the  date  ef  acquisition,  unless  it  is  also  required  to  recognise  a liability. 
Where  a liability  is  required  to  be  recognised  it  will  be  measured  as  the  best  estimate  of  the  amount  required  to  settle  the 
obligatien  at  the  reporting  date,  and  the  amount  of  the  increase  in  net  assets,  if  any,  recognised  as  revenue.  When  a liability  is 
subsequently  reduced,  because  the  taxable  event  occurs  or  a condition  is  satisfied,  the  amount  of  the  reduction  in  the  liability  is 
recognised  as  revenue. 

1.18  Revenue  from  non-exchange  transactions  (continued) 

Rates,  including  coliection  charges  and  penalties  interest 

The  municipality  recognises  an  asset  in  respect  of  taxes  when  the  taxable  event  occurs  and  the  asset  recognition  criteria  are 
met. 

Reseurces  arising  from  taxes  satisfy  the  definition  of  an  asset  when  the  municipality  controls  the  resources  as  a result  of  a past 
event  (the  taxable  event)  and  expects  to  receive  future  ecenomic  benefits  or  service  potential  from  those  resources.  Resources 
arising  from  taxes  satisfy  the  criteria  fer  recognition  as  an  asset  when  it  is  probable  that  the  inflow  of  resources  will  occur  and 
their  fair  value  can  be  reliably  measured.  The  degree  of  probability  attached  to  the  inflew  of  resources  is  determined  on  the 
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basis  of  evidence  avaiiabie  at  the  time  of  initiai  recognition,  which  inciudes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  disciosure  of  the  taxabie  event 
by  the  taxpayer. 

The  municipaiity  anaiyses  the  taxation  iaws  to  determine  what  the  taxabie  events  are  for  the  various  taxes  ievied. 

The  taxabie  event  for  income  tax  is  the  earning  of  assessabie  income  during  the  taxation  period  by  the  taxpayer. 

The  taxable  event  for  vaiue  added  tax  is  the  undertaking  of  taxabie  activity  during  the  taxation  period  by  the  taxpayer. 

The  taxabie  event  for  customs  duty  is  the  movement  of  dutiabie  goods  or  services  across  the  customs  boundary. 

The  taxable  event  for  estate  duty  is  the  death  of  a person  owning  taxable  property. 

The  taxable  event  for  property  tax  is  the  passing  of  the  date  on  which  the  tax  is  ievied,  or  the  period  for  which  the  tax  is  levied,  if 
the  tax  is  levied  on  a periodic  basis. 

Taxation  revenue  is  determined  at  a gross  amount.  It  is  not  reduced  for  expenses  paid  through  the  tax  system. 

Transfers 

Apart  from  Services  in  kind,  which  are  not  recognised,  the  municipaiity  recognises  an  asset  in  respect  of  transfers  when  the 
transferred  resources  meet  the  definition  of  an  asset  and  satisfy  the  criteria  for  recognition  as  an  asset.

Gifts  and  donations,  inciuding  goods  in-kind 

Gifts  and  donations,  inciuding  goods  in  kind,  are  recognised  as  assets  and  revenue  when  it  is  probabie  that  the  future  economic 
benefits  or  service  potentiai  wiii  fiow  to  the  municipaiity  and  the  fair  vaiue  of  the  assets  can  be  measured  reiiabiy. 

1.19  Borrowing  costs 

Borrowing  costs  are  interest  and  ether  expenses  incurred  by  an  entity  in  cennection  with  the  berrowing  of  funds.

The  plan  is  a post  employment  medical  benefit  plan. 

Post  retirement  medical  aid  plan 

The  municipality  operates  a funded  post  employment  health  care  defined  benefit  plan  for  qualifying  employees.  Employees  of 
the  municipality  are  members  of  LA  Health,  Hosmed,  Bonitas,  Keyhealth  and  SAMWUMED  medical  aid  schemes. 

The  municipality  is  committed  to  pay  70%  of  the  members  post  employment  medical  aid  contributions.  All  subsidies  are  subject 
to  a maximum  of  R3  871  for  the  year  ending  30  June  2016.  Under  the  plan,  dependants  of  the  former  employees  are  entitled  to 
continued  membership  of  their  medical  aid  scheme  upon  the  death  of  the  primary  member.  No  other  post-employment  benefits 
are  provided  to  these  employees.  As  at  the  end  of  the  financial  period,  the  members  of  the  medical  aid  entitled  to  the  post 
employment  medical  scheme  subsidy  were  33  in-service  members  and  6 pensioners. 

The  most  recent  actuarial  valuation  of  the  plan  assets  and  the  present  value  of  the  defined  obligations  were  carried  out  at  30 
June  2016  by  ARCH  Actuarial  Consulting.  The  present  value  of  the  defined  benefit  obligation,  and  the  related  current  service 
cost  and  past  service  costs,  were  measured  using  the  Projected  Unit  Credit  Method.

Environmental  rehabilitation 

Environmental  rehabilitation  provision 

Council  operates  two  disposal  sites.  In  terms  of  the  Environmental  Conservation  Act  (Act  No  73  of  1989),  the  municipality  is 
responsible  to  perform  a rehabilitation  of  the  land  upon  closure  of  the  landfill  site. 

Neither  one  of  the  two  Landfill  sites  are  registered  as  official  dumping  sites  and  are  therefore  operated  without  a permit.  As 
disclosed  in  the  Government  Gazette  no  10747  dated  24  July  2015,  the  maximum  fine  applicable  for  operating  a waste  disposal 
site  under  section  24G  Fine  Regulations  of  NEMA,  rounds  up  to  RIO  million  per  site  and  a contingent  liability  has  been 
disclosed. 

Section  24G  (1)  of  the  NEMA  also  stipulates  that  the  landfill  site  be  closed  with  immediate  effect  if  no  objection  has  been  made 
by  the  municipality,  therefore  the  provision  for  rehabilitation  has  been  calculated  as  a current  liability  at  30  June  2016. 

The  calculation  was  based  on  cost  to  close  and  rehabilitate  the  site  within  1 2 months  after  30  June  201 6.  As  the  closure  date  is 
estimated  to  be  at  year  end,  no  discount  rates  were  applied. 

There  is  a new  site  under  development  at  Flopetown  at  30  June  2016,  but  is  still  in  the  process  of  being  licensed  and  has  not 
been  used  for  disposal  to  date,  therefore  its  rehabilitation  provision  will  be  added  in  the  future,  but  cannot  during  this  year’s 
assessment  due  to  no  obligation  to  rehabilitate  yet.  23.  Third  Party  Collections 

The  Liability  is  due  to  collections  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  safety  en  which  the  Municipality  earns  a 12%  commission. 
During  previous  financial  periods  the  balances,  88%  ef  the  collections,  were  not  paid  over  to  the  Department  of  safety.  The

The  Municipality  currently  have  two  active  landfill  sites.  It  has  been  identified  that  the  landfill  sites  situated  in  Flopetown  and 
Strydenburg  are  not  licensed  as  required  by  the  National  Environmental  Management  Waste  Act,  2008,  (Act  no  59  of  2008).

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In  terms  of  the  Environmentai  Act,  the  municipaiity  is  responsibie  for  a number  of  environmentai  reiated  transactions  that  may 
take  piace  in  it's  jurisdiction.  This  gives  rise  to  contingent  iiabilities.  However,  the  nature  of  such  transactions  cannot  be 
estimated  both  financialiy  and  the  number  of  occurrences,  if  any  are  to  occur.  Whilst  the  municipality  is  not  aware  of  such 
liabilities,  the  following  are  the  key  transactions: 

contingent  liabilities  relating  to  fines  that  may  be  imposed  by  the  department  of  environmental  affairs  as  a 
result  ofillegal  dumping  by  municipal  employees. 

penalties  relating  to  raw  sewerage  or  sewerage  not  properly  treated  being  released  to  nearby  rivers  or  dams.- 
penalties  relating  to  lack  of  proper  security  at  the  municipality's  dumping  site  or  lack  of  monitoring  waste  being  dumped 
there  as  some  waste  should  be  dumped  in  a certain  specific  way  so  as  to  avoid  related  health  hazards  e.g.  medical 
waste. 

Total  Traffic  Services  (TTS) 

The  municipality  has  been  in  the  litigation  process  against  a service  provided,  this  dispute  arose  due  to  contract  performance 
issues  raised  from  both  the  municipality  and  service  provider.  The  municipalities  lawyer  has  last  provided  calculations  to  Total 
Traffic  Services  on  3 June  2016,  no  response  has  been  received  from  the  attorneys  of  TTS.  The  municipality's  lawyer  considers 
the  likelihood  of  TTS  proceeding  with  the  litigation  process  as  unlikely. 

Contingent  assets 

A warrant  for  arrest  has  been  issued  against  a previous  employee  and  proceedings  are  underway  and  a possible  R92  000  will 
be  receivable  once  the  case  has  been  concluded. 

There  has  also  been  legal  action  taken  against  a previous  employee  in  relation  to  a possible  amount  of  R 167  701  will  be 
received  as  the  estate  operator  dealing  with  above  claim  has  undertaken  a possible  settlement  of  outstanding  debt.

Uitimate  responsibility  for  iiquidity  risk  management  rests  with  the  councii  and  the  finance  committee  which  has  buiit  an 
appropriate  iiquidity  risk  management  framework  for  the  management  of  the  municipaiity's  short,  medium  and  iong-term  funding 
and  iiquidity  management  requirements.  The  municipaiity  manages  liquidity  risks  by  maintaining  adequate  reserves,  banking 
facilities  and  reserve  borrowing  facilities,  by  continuasiy  monitoring  forecast  and  actuai  cash  fiows  and  matching  the  maturity 
profiies  of  financiai  assets  and  liabilities.  The  Municipaiity  aiso  gets  funding  from  Nationai  and  Provinciai  government  which 
heips  to  ease  the  pressure  of  any  liquidity  crisis. 

The  municipality’s  risk  to  liquidity  is  a result  of  the  funds  available  to  cover  future  commitments.  The  municipaiity  manages 
iiquidity  risk  through  an  ongoing  review  of  future  commitments  and  credit  facilities. 

Cash  flow  forecasts  are  prepared  and  adequate  utilised  borrowing  facilities  are  monitored. 

Credit  risk 

Credit  risk  consists  mainly  of  cash  deposits,  cash  equivalents,  derivative  financial  instruments  and  trade  debtors.  The 
municipality  only  deposits  cash  with  major  banks  with  high  quality  credit  standing  and  limits  exposure  to  any  one  counter-party. 

Trade  receivables  comprise  a widespread  customer  base.  Management  evaluated  credit  risk  relating  to  customers  on  an 
ongoing  basis.  If  customers  are  independently  rated,  these  ratings  are  used.  Otherwise,  if  there  is  no  independent  rating,  risk 
centrol  assesses  the  credit  quality  of  the  customer,  taking  into  account  its  past  experience  and  other  facters.  Individual  risk 
limits  are  set  based  on  internal  or  external  ratings  in  accordance  with  limits  set  by  the  policy.  Trade  Receivables  are  presented 
net  of  an  allowance  for  impairment.

57.  Going  concern 

We  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  30  June  2016,  the  municipaiity  had  accumuiated  deficits  of  R 182  790  889  and  that  the 
municipaiity's  total  liabilities  exceed  its  assets  by  R 182  790  889. 

The  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  on  the  basis  of  accounting  policies  applicable  to  a going  concern.  This  basis 
presumes  that  funds  will  be  available  to  finance  future  operations  and  that  the  realisation  of  assets  and  settlement  of  liabilities, 
contingent  obligations  and  commitments  will  occur  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business. 

The  ability  of  the  municipality  to  continue  as  a going  concern  is  dependent  on  a number  of  factors.  The  most  significant  of  these 
is  that  the  accounting  officer  continue  to  procure  funding  for  the  ongoing  operations  for  the  municipality.  The  municipality 
currently  survives  on  Grants  received  frem  National  and  Provincial  government. 

The  following  matters  has  been  considered  relating  to  the  going  concern: 

Council  approved  the  budget  for  the  2016/17  to  201 8/19  budget.  This  three  year  Medium  Term  Revenue  and 
Expenditure  Framework  (MTREF)  to  support  the  ongoing  delivery  of  municipal  services  to  residents  reflected  that  the 
budget  was  cash  backed  over  the  three  year  period. 

The  Municipality's  budget  is  is  subjected  to  a very  rigoreus  independent  assessment  process  to  assess  its 
cash  backing  status  before  it  is  ultimately  approved  by  council. 

Strict  daily  cah  management  processes  are  embedded  in  the  municipality's  operations  to  manage  and  menitor 
all  actual  cash  inflows  and  cash  outflows  in  terms  of  the  cashflow  forecast  supporting  the  budget.  The  cash 
management  process  is  complemented  by  monthly  reporting,  highlighting  the  actual  cash  position,  including  the 
associated  risks  and  remedial  actiens  to  be  instituted. 

As  the  municipality  has  power  to  levy  fees,  tariffs  and  charges,  this  will  result  in  an  ongoing  inflow  of  revenue 
to  support  the  ongoing  delivery  of  municipal  services. 

The  Municipality's  cash  management  was  under  pressure  during  the  201 5/1 6 financial  period  due  to  an 
amount  of  R5.5  million  being  withheld  from  the  Equitable  share  receivable.  R5.5  million  was  withheld  from  Municipal 
Infrastructure  Grants  due  to  Regional  Bulk  Infrastructure  Grants  that  were  over  utilised  in  the  past.
